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INFLATION AND VACATION 
Inflation is a word most Americans only 
partly understand. To be sure, prices are 
higher and the costs of some things such as 
ntw cars are far out of line. The down pay ­ 
ment a man has to pay on a new house is 
still cripplingly ex cessiv e. But wages are high 
and pay checks on the whole are bigger 
than ev er. (At least they look bigger before 
Uncle Sam takes his bite out.) 
The inflationary shock came to those 
Americans who this summer took their an­ 
nual hot weather holiday in Canada and 
found their money had not the magic power 
it used to hav e. In fact, some Canadian 
stores asked for a few cents more than a 
dollar when Americans paid for souv enirs or 
necessaries. Surprised, then embarrassed, 
then sometimes irate, the Americans laid the 
ex tra pennies on the counter and wondered 
what had happened. 
The truth is that a buck isn’t a buck any 
more. It is ex actly the amount of hard stuff 
it will buy and that is all. Long used to an 
adv antage of almost a dime ov er Canadian 
dollars, American egotism made those tour­ 
ists who thought it was smart to be discour­ 
teous snicker at the “ cheap Canadian 
money .” 
Recent runaway spending in this country 
has strained the economy , made many things 
scarce, boosted prices still higher and made 
our money worth less than it was in the 
early , rosy y ears. 
Canadian v acation this summer is a sound 
lesson in economics for ev ery one.

I was not constantly being distu rbed 
by side conv ersations, by colleagu es walk ing in and 
ou t, by the clatter of typewriters and teletype­ 
writers, by the ru sh of photographers and the con­ 
stant ru nning back and forth on the rostru m.

am all for Mrs. India Edwards who bawled ou t the 
Democrats for being ru de; bu t they were ju st as 
ru de afterwards as they and the Repu blicans were 
before. 
The Repu blicans did all their fighting on the 
floor of the conv ention which did them damage on 
telev ision. The Democrats tried to av oid that bu t 
failed. 
If all su ch conv entions are to be on telev ision 
in the fu tu re, the speeches Will hav e to be shorter, 
more concise, less repetitiv e. 
Nobody can watch 
three or fou r hou rs of the same thing, particu larly 
when what is heard is really withou t meaning. 
Also, telev ision shows not only the speak ers 
bu t the au dienceT It does not do a political party 
any good with the people if millions of Americans 
look at a pictu re of chosen delegates, sent to a 
conv ention to do seriou s bu siness, who appear to 
be acting lik e k ids raising hell at a cou ntry fair. 
Speak er Sam Raybu rn properly told the Democrats 
in the first few minu tes of his speech how to be­ 
hav e lik e gentlemen. 
Somebody shou ld hav e told 
the Repu blicans as mu ch. 
The existing conv ention dev ice became ob­ 
solete once the parties permitted telev ision to show 
the cou ntry what a conv ention actu ally is. 
A new 
type of conclav e will hav e to be work ed ou t, a 
swiftly-mov ing, deliberate body, dealing with its 
proper bu siness withou t hoop-la and ballyhoo. 
Another rqatter that will hav e to be considered 
| is time. 
These conv entions ru n too late into the 
night for the telev ision au diences. The most im­

which was propaganda for the United Nations. 
If these political parties want to tak e the pu b­ 
lic into their confidence, they ou ght to cu t the 
speeches and produ ce more debate. 
The pu blic 
lik es debate and is bored by mediocre speeches. 
Bu t hysteria su ch as Senator Pau l Dou glas per­ 
mitted himself is not debate. 
Su ch discu ssions as appear on “Meet the Press” 
are more interesting than mu ch that happens on 
the conv ention floor. For instance, 
I saw, on tele­ 
v ision, a few newspaper reporters tak e on Gov ­ 
ernor Herman Talmadge of Georgia. 
That was 
one of the most interesting show's du ring the con­ 
v ention, becau se Talmadge was u rbane, shrewd, 
su re of his ideas, competent to state his position, 
nev er wanting for idea or word.

FARMER’S VICTORY 
The independence of Yugoslav ian farmers 
seems to hav e led their gov ernment to aban­ 
don, at least for a time, the idea of collec­ 
tiv ization of agriculture. In recent y ears the 
gov ernment has imposed harsh regulations, 
heav y tax es and a program of compulsory 
grain deliv ery in an effort to encourage col­ 
lectiv ism. The farmers staged slow-down 
campaigns in retaliation and the gov ern­ 
ment finally y ielded to the pressure of these 
slow-downs. 
Yugoslav ia is a dictatorship and the people 
there are subject to the will of the state. But 
no dictator can order a wheat field to pro­ 
duce more grain nor can chickens be lec­ 
tured with party doctrines that will produce 
more eggs. Farm production remains at its 
peak in a country only when the farmers are 
satisfied that they are receiv ing a just share 
of the results of their labor. 
Observ ers in Yugoslav ia say that the 
fanners there hav e started to speed up their

The original and basic pu rpose 
of polling is related to factional 
warfare inside state delegations. 
If, in a giv en state, the regu lar 
organization is su pporting a cer­ 
tain presidential candidate, the op­ 
posite faction will inev italy line 
u p behind another candidate. The 
stak es are high—control of ths 
organization in that state. The 
winning candidate u su ally recog­ 
nizes the faction that has been for 
him and sometimes the “regu lars” 
are ou sted simply becau se they 
are depriv ed of influ ence, especial­ 
ly if the candidate wins the presi­ 
dency. 
One 
important 
step 
in 
the 
stru ggle inside a state is to pu t the 
opposing delegates on the spot. If 
the ballot of a state is annou nced 
in the form of a total, the people 
back home do not k now who v oted 
for an opposing candidate—if, in­ 
deed, any did. In some states 
where there are, for example, 24 
v otes and the “u nit ru le” is part 
of the state’s regu lations, if

v ote for one candidate and 13 v ote 
for the other, the majority can 
cast the ballot of the entire 24 for 
their own candidate.
